Newspapers see a prear­ 
rangement in the recrudesceuse of Boer 
activity everywhere, the object Tieing to 
I strengthen Kru ger’s hands, while the 
fact 
that 
the 
news 
of fresh dis­ 
aster comes on the 
anniversary 
of 
the battle of Coleuso furnishes editors 
the excuse to demand the head of G en­ 
eral Buller. 


The St. Jam es Gazette declares it has 
reason to credit the uational views of 
the recent statement that Buller after 
the first failure to drive the Boers from 
the Tugela counselled Geueral W h ite to 
eurreuder Ladysmith. 
Kitclfeuor s dispatch caused a gloom 
over London, for m any people had been 
led to believe that the war was over, ex­ 
cept a few squads of Boers who were 
keeping up guerrilla tactics. 
A ll this 
occurring w ithin 22 miles of Pretoria, 
makes the situation more distressing. 
Kiteheuor reports that besides the five 
officers reported killed in his dispatches 
on Frid a y,nine other officers were killed, 
six officers and 55 men wero wounded i 
and 
18 officers aud

were 
missing.

As bad as this news is, it is not the

rior British soldiers on all sides. 
Day 
F after day fights have been reported and 
on each occasion Kitchener reported that

Kitchener-does not go into full details 
Of either affair and when he does it is 
feared the matter w ill be worse. 
Iu both incidents Kitchener says the 
Boers “ suffered severely” and besides
